Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Bosch explained the invention and how it differs from prior art of 
record. Mr. Bauer and Mrs Small argued that while Wiedmann teaches nanoparticulates of beclomethasone, it does not 
teach sterile Alteration of solid particles comprising the active agent. They also argued that Westesen teaches sterile 
Alteration of a lipid carrier where the dispersion conatining lipid and drug is melted and then cooled to crystalize. 
Examiners responded that Westesen's disclosure contains embodiments to a dispersion of melted lipid conatining 
particles of active agent being sterile filtered. Applicants mentioned they may amend the claims to better distinguish the 
invention from prior art of record. .
